Allowable Subject Matter 

1 7. Claims 22-25 and 27-37 are allowed. 

1 8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 22 
contains allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a device for calibrating a CT machine comprising a housing and 
foam core member having first and second opposing surfaces, a plurality of cylinder 
members of different lengths positioned in the foam core member with each cylinder 
member having a constant cross-section and each cylinder having a first portion adjacent 
the first surface and at least one cylinder having a portion adjacent the second surface as 
claimed. Acharya (US 6,674,834) teaches cylinders (70) of differing lengths positioned 
within a core (60), but fails to teach the cylinders adjacent to opposing core surfaces as 
above. Acharya teaches instead that the cylinders are centered on a mid-plane bisecting a 
core (Column 3, lines 44-63). Karasawa teaches cylinder members (21a-21d) adjacent to 
first and second core surfaces (1 10a) within a housing (112), but teaches away from 
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embedding the cylinders within a foam material by providing structures to secure the 
cylinders within the empty core space in such a manner that the cylinder pattern is not 
influenced by adjacent members (Paragraphs 46-47). Goodenough (US 4,055,771) 
likewise teaches cylinders within a housing (Figure 6), but teaches away from embedding 
the cylinders in a foam core by teaching foam for calibration in a separate area (Column 
7, lines 50-60).
